slightly, with indifferent demand re- 
ported all along the line. The week- 
ly cotton review of the United States 
Department of Agriculture says: 


The 'cotton market ott December IS 


reached the lowest point touched so 
far this season,. but recovered Some' 
what during the remainder of the 
week. Demand for spot cotton contin- 
ued slow and exports to date continue 
jelow those for the correspnding per- 
d a year ago. Domestic consumption 
'or the first four months of this sea- 
ran is below that for the like period a 
fear ago. The average price Of Mid- 
dling 7-8 inch spot cotton in the ten 
markets on December 19th was 8.88c. 
ompared with 8.99c December 12th, 
nd 16.34c on the same day the pre- 
•ious season. On December 15th of 
his season the quotation stood at 
.58c. Reports said that both foreign 
nd domestic demand for American 
otton during the past week was reth- 
r indifferent. Exports to December 
19th amounted to 3.700.00 bales com- 
pared with about 3,900.000 a year ago 
to the corresponding day. According 
to the-Bureau of the Census. domesMc 
consumption for the month of No- 
vember amounted to 
414,887 
bales, 


compared with 541.153 for November 
last season and four months' con- 
sumption' 
ending 
November 
30th 


amounted to 1,600,000- bales against 
2,300,000 -for the like four months a 
year ago. According to the 
same 


souce, cotton on hand in domestic 
consuming establishments on Noyem- 
against 1,700,000 a year ago. Accord- 
ing to the Weather Bureau, for the 
week ending December 16th the soil 
remains sufficiently supplied 
with 


moisture and ample water is available 
rather generally in the south and in 
he trans-Mississippi states.
